ARCHITECTS NOTE 


(COMMENT BY THE EDITOR) 


We read a lot of items in publications of far away AlA chapters and state or- 
ganizations and wistfully wonder “Why don't we do that here?” 


A chief item among these used to be television programs. Now, thru the free 
facilities of WHB-TV we have our own program-and a real good one. 


Another fine activity of many chapters thruout the country is the Craftmanship 
Award given to building trades mechonics over the years. In this area we may 
have to wait a long time to see the presentation of such an award, Singling out 
the work of good mechanics would certainly tend to stimulate pride in the work 
of the men on the jobs. 


Now, another project noteworthy has been launched by the Michigan Society 
of Architects AlA — a blue print competition. With $1200 in prize money, here 
is a scheme which will emphosize the art and craft of making good working 
drawings. Multi-Color Company of Detroit is providing prize money, Five archi- 
tects will serve on the jury. 


WHY DON'T WE DO SOMETHING LIKE THIS IN KANSAS CITY? 
Here are excerpts from the Michigan Competition program: 


the purpose of this competition is to stimulate greater interest and 
pride in the technique of architectural and engineering drafting in 
connection with architectural projects, and particularly to emphosize 
the need for linear quality, clarity of dimensioning, simplicity of letter- 
ing, adequate notations without superfluity, well composed and logi- 
cal sheet arrangement and due regard in drafting to processes used 
in manufacturing of prints 


Entries are to be any blue print of a working drawing drawn by a 
draftsman employed in an architects office located in the State of 
Michigan, during 1953. Working drawings shall not be altered, re- 
vised or retraced for the purpose of providing the contestant with a 
better entry, except that drawings revised in the usual routine of 
drawing completion will not void any entry. 


Each resident corporate member of MSA may sponsor a maximum 
total of three entries. 


All draftsmen, not registered as architects, who are employed by re- 
cognized professionally practicing architectural offices located in 
Michigan, are eligible. 


Drawings prepared by more than one draftsman will be considered 
eligible. Prizes, however, will be awarded for the entry only. 


Seven Prizes will be awarded: one for $300, two for $200, two for 
$150, and two for $100. 


This amounts to a Craftsmanship Award for Draftsmen—a project to stimulate 
pride in the mechanics of making drawings which create the architecture of to- 
day. A competition such as this would be a fine thing for the Kansas City area,
